25X1A EG concn: A formar Soviet Zone polices official confirms that factory 
puards, their organization, service regulations, uniforms, anddiseiplinary 
control are centrally directed by the Uniformed Constabulary Section of the 
Cerman Administration of the Interior. By wey of illustrating the extent 
to whith the police can interfere in the contractual relationship between 
enployer and employee, he cites a regulation by which the plant is forbidden 
to vacate planteovned workers! residences occupied by a vorler whose services
